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Site Overview

Sandia National Laboratories in New Mexico (SNL/NM) is located
within Kirtland Air Force Base (KAFB) to the southeast of Albuquerque.
The campus covers about 16,000 acres on U.S. Department of Energy
(DOE) fee-owned land and KAFB permitted land and contains over
900 buildings with approximately 7 million square feet. The Site-Wide
Environmental Impact Statement (SWEIS) will analyze operations on
this DOE fee-owned land and KAFB permitted land.

Operations at SNL/NM support the DOE National Nuclear Security
Administration (NNSA) and other federal agencies to ensure the safety,
security, and reliability of the nation’s nuclear deterrent. SNL/NM
personnel maintain specific core competencies in activities associated
with research, development, design, and surveillance of nuclear
weapons; support the assessment and certification of their safety,
reliability, and performance; and produce components for the stockpile. Personnel at SNL/NM also provide non-weapons
research and science services in multiple areas, including, but not limited to, waste management, environmental restoration,
hazardous and radioactive material transportation, energy efficiency and renewable energy, nuclear energy, fossil energy,
magnetic fusion, basic energy sciences, supercomputing, and biological and environmental research.
